3. None of the cited references alone or in combination teach the claimed "jumbled 
ball display, the display comprising a container and a plurality of display balls in the 
container, the container allowing the player to see the display balls; jumbling the display 
balls in the container, the jumbling of the display balls in the container having no effect 
on the outcome of the game; providing a plurality of prize balls; selecting at least one 
prize ball to convey the outcome of the game".
